summer complaint) In those times 
babies died by the thousands 
To day the condition is comparative 
ly rare However it is only through 
the greatest care that its occurrence 
is prevented. Were we to relax our 
watchfulness in the least, the disease 
would speedily become as rampant as 
it ever was 
Nature of Summer Complaint 

Irrespective of the original cause 
which is an infection, the essential 
feature of the disease is a desiccation 
(drying up) of the body. The infec- 
tion itself may be situated primarily 
in the gastro-intestinal tract due to 
the swallowing of tainted food or 
poisonous” secretions from = the air 
passages; or, it may be located in a 
certain point and impair metabolism 
The most common locations are 
the sinuses or ears. Often the attend 
ing physician is unable to find the 
focal infection because it is concea!- 
ed whereas the gastro-intestinal sym 
ptoms usually are prominent. How 
ever all factors which cause nutrition 
al disturbances can be active agents 
in causing a state of anhydremia and 
unhydremic intoxication 

Features of the Disease 
The most prominent feature in most 
cases is the diarrhea This results in a 
depletion of the system of its water 
content and a reduced volume of 
blood Associated with the diarrhea is 
an irritability of the nervous system 
These combined factors are respon- 
sible for the other symptoms that de 
velop in rapid succession through the 
short caurse of the disease 
The most severe type of anhydre- 
mia is the distressingly familiar 
cholera infantum Here the stool be- 
come like rice-water and are almost 
continuous. The baby has a high fev- 
er loses weight rapidly and his gen- 
eral appearance undergoes a decided 
change. All parts of the body cease 
functioning and unless prompt re- 
medical measures are employed a fa- 
tal outcome is inevitable 

The Modern Treatment 
All food is withdrawn for from six 
to twelve hours. During this time 
enough water must be administered 
to counteract its loss from any and 
all causes. The infant will require 
one-fifth of its body weight in water 
during each twenty-four hour period 
Water given just after the baby has 
vomited is often retained 

The hunger diet should not be con 

tinued for more than twelve hours 
but it produces striking results when 
sufficient water is given during this 
time. Nature is the best guide in this 
as under all circumstances, as shown 
by the fact that desire on the part 
of the infant for food is coincident 
with his increased ability to digest 
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Anhydremia

The house fly lays her eggs (120 at 
nme time) in fresh horse manure. She 
prefers it, but she will use any heap 
of garbage or filth With a very short 
incubation (2 weeks) period it can be 
seen how rapidly flies will multiply 


) unless they are controlled Naturally 


the best way to control the fly is to 
cestroy the eggs or maggots before 
their wings are developed and they 
can move about rapidly 

Why is it necessary‘to destroy flies 
and keep them from hatching? All 
flies can carry disease germs; they 
are all filthy in the extereme The 
legs of flies are provided with a great 
many short hairs (100) or bristles 
and, as the fly walks over filfth con- 
taining disease germs, some of these 
are collected and hold by the hairs 
When the fly goes again to take a 
drink from the milk pitcher or touch 
es food some of the germs will be left 
behind in the milk or on the food. 
When these are swallowed later with 
the food by the baby, or anyone else 
they may cause diseases such as ty- 
phoid, diarrheea, dysentery or other 
illness . 

Experiments with the house fly 
prove that it can be best controlled 
by sprinkling the infested parts of 
the manure with a three per cent 
solution of Lyman’s Disinfectant. One 
gallon of disinfectant makes 33 gal- 
lons of the solution and costs about 
60c per year per horse The solution 
should be applied about every second 
day or sufficiently often to ensure that 
all maggots are destroyed 

For the few that will escape this 
treatment a cone trap could be em- 
ployd Placed in a sunny place with 
tasty bait such as molasses and 
water it will account for most of 
those left
